Their Long Journey From the At­ 


lantic to the Pacific Ocean— No Date 


Set for Return Trip, 


Washington, Auk. 27.—Acting Sec- j 
retary of the Navy Newberry has re­ 
turned to Washington bringing word 
of 
the conclusions 
reached 
at the 
Oyster Hay conference last week rela­ 
tive to the 
projected cruise 
of the 
battleship fleet from the Eastern to 
the 
Western coast 
of the 
United 
States. 
It has been impossible to fix 
precisely the date of the departure of 
the Atlantic fleet. 
Naval regulations 
require that each vessel should carry 1 
out the established order as to target 
practice every quarter and no naval 
officer is willing that this Important 
practice be dispensed with even for 
this cruise. 
Target practice is in­ 
variably followed 
by more 
or less 
damage to the ships, requiring their 
return 
to a 
navyyard for 
repairs. 
Moreover it is thought that the turret 
T>oard will recommend a number of 
changes in the turret mechanism of 
the ships to protect the lives of the - 
gunners and ammunition handlers. 
Some time, too, must be allowed the 
colliers to arrive at designated points 
and it is expected that several months 
will be needed to place the yards on 
the Pacific coast in readiness for the 
reception of the fleet. 
Everything will be In readiness for 
the fleet to sail on Dec. I, and the date 
of departure will be between Dec. I 
and lo. 
As arranged, 
the lternary 
provides for IO knots an hour, which 
is 
regarded as 
the most 
economic 
speed for the fleet, allowing the col­ 
liers to be with the fleet on the At­ 
lantic side part of the time. 
Starting 
with full bunkers 
of coal tho ships 
will require in addition 100,501 tons, 
not o anting 
the coal that 
will be 
burned by the torpedo boats, which 
will 
bo provided 
by 
merchants en 
route. 
This meat supply of coal must 
be provided by colliers. 
Nothing has been settled concern­ 
ing the return 
of a part 
or all the 
fleet. 
The naval appropriation bill, which 
will be presented to the next congress 
will recommend that two and perhaps 
four more battleships of at least 20,- 
000 and possibly 25,000. tons displace-
